Special  services  conducted 
by  Rabbi  Steinberg  and  Rabbi  Kertzer  will  be  held  in  the  Synagogue,  as  part  of 
nationwide  services  at  6:00  p.  m.  on  Thursday  evening.  Cantor  Putterman  has  pre- 

-  pared  a  special  musical  service. 

Prayers  will  be  held,  not  only  in  the 
6000  synagogues  in  this  country,  but  also 
in  Palestine,  England,  South  Africa  and 
Australia  on  this  day  of  mobilization  and 
prayer. 

The  Rabbis  and  other  leaders  of 
American  Israel  are  summoning  our  peo¬ 
ple  to  gatherings  in  all  synagogues  and 
centers  throughout  the  land  to  give  ex¬ 
pression  to  the  shocked  conscience  of 
America  at  the  inexplicable  action  of  our 
State  Department;  to  demand  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  the  plighted  word  of  this  country 
and  of  the  nations  of  the  world,  and  to 
pray  for  God’s  help.  Every  member  of 
this  congregation  is  urged  to  respond  to 
this  call  by  attending  this  special  ser¬ 
vice.

Resume  of  Last  Late 
Friday  Evening  Sermons 

The  last  two  late  Friday  evening  ser¬ 
mons  of  this  season  will  be  presented 
on  Friday  evening,  April  9th  and  April 
16th.  by  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg  and 
Rabbi  Morris  Kertzer,  respectively. 

Rabbi  Steinberg  will  speak  on,  “The 
Psalms  —  As  Poems  For  The  Lost  and 
Disillusioned. 

The  Psalms  are  generally  viewed  as 
classic  expressions  of  faith  and  con¬ 
stancy  in  it,  of  goodness  and  fidelity 
to  it.  And  much  of  the  Psalms,  perhaps 
most,  is  of  just  this  order — believing, 
confident. 

But  a  large  part  of  Psalms  is  of  dark¬ 
er  hue,  bespeaking  emotions  all  of  us 
experience  but  few  acknowledge,  moods 
of  doubt  and  futility,  of  sinfulness  and 
despair.  Reflecting  these  moods,  the

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From  the  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Steinberg 

Many  harsh  things  can  rightfully  be 
said  concerning  our  country’s  reversal 
of  position  on  the  Partition  of  Palestine: 
that  it  is  shocking  in  its  capriciousness; 
unconscionable  in  its  abandonment,  un¬ 
der  the  threat  of  force,  of  a  course  care¬ 
fully  weighed  and  deliberately  adopted  as 
the  right;  brutal  in  its  desertion  of  the 
D.P.’s  rotting  in  their  internment  camps 
and  of  Jewish  Palestine  fighting  for  its 
existence;  wanton  in  the  damage  it  has 
inflicted  on  the  U.N.;  humiliating  in  its 
besmirching  of  American  honor  and 
prestige;  a  bad  political  bargain  in  that 
it  has  won  for  our  country  only  the  un¬ 
dependable,  mercenary  friendship  of  the 
Arabs,  a  friendship  always  available  to 
us  so  long  as  the  weather  remains  fair 
and  we  have  money  to  spend;  and,  final¬ 
ly,  stupid,  being  that  kind  of  political 
move  of  which  Talleyrand  once  said 
mordantly:  “It  is  worse  than  a  crime,  it 
is  a  blunder”.  And  what  a  blunder,  to 
boot!  For  obviously  America  has  leaped 
directly  from  the  frying  pan  into  the 
fire.  In  its  efforts  to  evade  employing 
force  to  implement  Partition  it  has  com¬ 
mitted  itself  to  a  U.N.  Trusteeship  which 
will  require  as  much  force,  if  not  more. 

Such  are  the  harsh  things  which  can 
and  are  being  said  by  all  manner  of  men 
and  governments  concerning  Mr.  Aus¬ 
tin’s  performance  before  the  United  Na¬ 
tions’  Security  Council  on  March  19th 
last.  But  what  particularly  requires  to 
be  said  among  Jews  is  that  the  reversal 
of  policy  on  the  part  of  the  American 
government  introduces  a  new  factor  in 


the  lives  of  American  Jews.  Heretofore 
and  for  a  full  generation  Zionism  has 
been  a  declared  policy  of  our  country. 
Perhaps  the  declaration  was  more  pre¬ 
tense  than  sincerity.  Nevertheless,  our 
Zionist  efforts  enjoyed  the  sanction  of 
being  dedicated  to  goals  of  which  our 
country  ostensibly  approved.  That  has 
now  ceased  to  be  the  case.  Our  govern¬ 
ment  has  shifted  its  ground  and  is  an¬ 
tagonistic  to  our  cause. 

The  right  of  a  citizen  in  a  democracy 
to  oppose  the  stated  policy  of  his  country 
— so  long  as  he  remains  within  the  law 
in  doing  so — is  beyond  question.  What 
is  not  beyond  question  is  whether  Ameri¬ 
can  Jews  will  have  the  courage  for  that 
kind  of  enterprise.  That  it  will  take 
courage  of  no  mean  order  is  made  the 
more  likely  by  virtue  of  the  temperament 
of  our  President.  Mr.  Truman  is  the  kind 
of  person  who,  when  involved  in  an  em- 
broglio,  lashes  out  not  against  the  male¬ 
factors  who  created  the  evil  to  begin 
with  but  against  those  who  called  his 
attention  to  it,  evoked  an  expression  from 
him  concerning  it  and  so,  as  he  seems 
to  tell  himself,  maneuvered  him  into  a 
dilemma.  He  has  already  been  critical 
in  this  spirit  of  American  Jews.  He  is 
likely  to  be  even  more  vocal  on  that 
score  in  the  future,  the  more  bitterly  in 
proportion  as  the  course  to  which  he 
has  committed  himself  fails,  as  his  shame 
over  it  grows  deeper,  as  it  evokes  public 
disapproval.  For,  as  is  common  knowl¬ 
edge,  against  no  one  is  a  man  so  angry 
as  against  those  he  has  wronged;  to¬ 
ward  no  one  so  vindictive. 

Now,  I  know  my  brethren  of  the 
House  of  Israel,  American  branch,  that 
they  are  weak  of  knees,  faint  of  heart, 
afraid  of  many  things,  but  of  none  more 
than  being  called  un-American,  especial¬ 
ly  by  a  non-Jew  in  public  office.  I  know 
that  under  the  barest  suggestion  of  such 
a  threat  many  of  them  have  already  be¬ 
gun  to  wonder  whether  it  might  not  be 
better  for  Jews  to  be  less  vigorous  about 
Zionism,  even  to  crawl  out  of  it  the  least 
bit.  This  timidity,  I  believe,  is  among 
the  prime  perils  of  the  Zionist  cause  in 
the  present  crisis.  For  if  it  becomes  wide¬ 
spread  and  dominant,  it  will  mean  that 
the  D.P.’s  in  their  internment  camps 
and  the  Jews  of  Palestine  shall  have  been 
deserted  by  their  sole  dependable  ally. 

For  this  reason  I  wish  to  quote  again 
the  appeal  for  steadfastness  on  the  part 
of  American  Jews  which  was  the  perora¬ 
tion  of  my  sermon  to  our  congregation 


on  March  19th.  Those  who  were  not 
present  will  now  hear  this  appeal  for 
the  first  time.  Those  who  have  heard  it 
once  cannot  be  hurt,  they  may  be  heart¬ 
ened,  by  hearing  it  again. 

I  said  then,  I  say  again  now: — - 

“It  is  a  good  fight  that  we  are  fighting. 
A  fight  for  homes  for  the  homeless;  for 
mercy  and  justice  for  those  who  have 
never  known  either;  for  sanctuary  for 
the  Jewish  spirit  and  tradition;  for  the 
very  survival  of  Israel;  a  fight  to  which 
we  have  no  alternative  as  Jews;  a  fight 
too  for  the  United  Nations  and  Ameri¬ 
ca’s  honor. 

“A  fight  finally  which,  as  I  have  shown 
tonight,  is  not  only  altogether  consistent 
with  our  Americanism,  but  a  fulfilment 
of  it. 

“Well,  are  these  not  enough  virtues 
to  justify  our  purpose?  What  other  mer¬ 
its  does  a  cause  have  to  have  before  we 
American  Jews  will  have  the  courage  to 
be  steadfast  in  it? 

“And  now  this  fight  is  at  its  climax, 
in  its  crucial  phase.  In  a  few  short  weeks 
it  will  be  decided  one  way  or  the  other. 

“ Ba-u  banim  ad  mashber,  ran  the  cry 
of  King  Hezekiah  to  Isaiah,  the  prophet, 
vkoach  ayin  Fledah. 

“  ‘The  child  has  come  to  the  breach, 
but  strength  is  lacking  to  bring  it  to 
birth’. 

“A  few  moments  more,  as  history  mea¬ 
sures  time,  and  the  decision  will  be  made, 
whether  for  life  or  death,  in  the  case  of 
the  infant  certainly,  but  perhaps  with  the 
mother  also. 

“In  such  a  juncture,  having  come  so 
far  and  endured  so  much,  fearing  such 
fears,  hoping  such  hopes,  shall  the  wo¬ 
man  hesitate? 

“Let  her  bear  down,  let  her  press  hard, 
let  her  plunge  every  last  energy  into  her 
labor — that  in  the  end  there  may  emerge 
out  of  her  blood  and  anguish  the  new 
life  that  struggles,  that  needs,  that  has 
the  clear  right  to  be  born.”

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Mrs.  M.  Grass  Urges 

Letters  to  Congress 

In  several  issues  of  the  Bulletin 
published  last  year,  there  were  included, 
letters  written  by  members  of  the  Con¬ 
gregation  urging  support  of  the  Stratton 
Bill.  Unfortunately  this  worthwhile  piece 
of  legislation  is  still  pending  in  Com¬ 
mittee. 

At  the  present  time  the  Wiley  Bill 
which  is  inferior  to  its  predecessor  has 
been  reported  out  of  Committee.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  this  we  quote  herewith  a 
letter  received  by  the  Editors  from  Mrs. 
Milton  Grass,  Chairman  of  the  Home 
Study  Program. 

“Especially,  while  D.P.’s  wait,  it  is 
discouraging  for  U.S.  citizens,  who  do 
not  believe  that  discrimination  against 
certain  minority  groups  should  have  the 
sanction  of  law,  to  note  the  provisions 
of  the  Wiley  Bill,  relative  to  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  D.P.’s  to  the  United  States. 

“This  bill,  which  is  now  out  of  Com¬ 
mittee  and  presently  on  the  way  to  the 
Senate  floor,  is  unpleasantly  reminiscent 
of  the  1924  Immigration  Act,  which  with 
its  ‘national  origins’  basis  for  admis¬ 
sions,  actually  scored  limitation  of  ad¬ 
missions  on  the  basis  of  racial  status  and 
religious  identity. 

“Discriminatory  features  of  the  Wiley 
Bill  are:  1.  Individuals  who  entered  D.P. 
camps,  in  Germany,  Austria  and  Italy 
after  Dec.  22,  1945  be  ineligible  for  ad¬ 
mission.  This  would  shut  the  U.S.  door 
to  thousands  who  were  fugitives  to  the 
camps  after  that  date  because  of  post¬ 
war  religious  persecution.  2.  50%  of 
visas  be  reserved  for  agricultural  work¬ 
ers.  This  selectivity  of  one  group  will 
keep  out  others,  also  essential  to  our 
man-power  needs.  3.  50%  of  the  visas 
be  reserved  for  persons  whose  country 
has  been  annexed  by  a  foreign  power. 
This  preference  will  favor  persons  from 
Baltic  States  and  Eastern  Poland. 

“From  the  foregoing  the  arithmetical 
equation  is  clear  and  simple.  1  -  2  -  3 — 
very  few  Jewish  persons  will  be  qualified 
to  enter  our  country. 

“And  there  are  other  deficiencies  in 
the  Wiley  Bill — provisions  which  would 
slow  up  the  war  refugees’  U.S.  entry  and 
impede  their  resettlement.  This  new  Dis¬ 
placed  Persons  bill  is  an  incredibly 
watered  down  version  of  the  Stratton 
bill  which  never  came  out  of  Congres¬ 
sional  Committee  last  year.  At  least  in

New  Seating  Rules 

Authorized  by  Board 

Mr.  Ezra  Cohen  chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  wishes  to  announce  the  new  rules 
for  the  seating  of  members  which  the 
Board  of  Trustees  adopted  at  its  recent 
meeting.  According  to  Mr.  Cohen,  these 
new  rules  assure  complete  fairness  to 
both  old  and  new  members.  The  follow¬ 
ing  is  the  plan  which  will  be  rigorously 
followed: 

1.  New  members  are  to  be  assigned 
seats  in  the  vestry  as  seats  become  avail¬ 
able. 

2.  As  vacant  seats  occur  in  the  Audi¬ 
torium  the  assignment  to  different  loca¬ 
tions  shall  be  made  in  the  following 
order:  a.)  from  the  rear  of  the  main 
floor  to  the  front  thereof;  b.)  from  the 
balcony  to  the  main  floor;  c.)  from  the 
vestry  to  the  balcony.  A  sub-waiting  list 
shall  be  established  and  maintained  to 
effect  such  changes. 

3.  The  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Membership  Commit¬ 
tee  can  authorize  deviations. 

4.  Seat  vacancies  in  the  auditorium 
which  occur  too  late  to  be  filled,  in  the 
manner  prescribed,  before  the  coming 
High  Holydays,  shall  be  filled  only  on  a 
temporary  basis  for  the  said  current 
Holyday  season.  After  such  Holydays 
the  said  seats  so  temporarily  occupied 
shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  herein  provided.

Psalms  speak  with  especial  articulate¬ 
ness  to  and  for  an  age  like  ours. 

What  these  darker  Psalms  have  to  say ; 
what  strength  and  guidance  they  can 
afford  us,  will  be  highlighted  in  the 
sermon. 

Rabbi  Kertzer’s  sermon  will  be  on 
“The  Present  Crisis  and  Jewish  Youth”. 
In  his  talk,  Rabbi  Kertzer  will  discuss 
the  current  reactions  of  young  Jews  to 
the  chaotic  conditions  of  today.  What 
they  are  thinking,  their  reactions  to  the 
Palesine  crisis,  and  the  conflicts  which 
it  stirs  up  in  American  Jews  are  several 
of  the  important  points  to  be  covered. 

What  guidance  are  they  getting?  How 
strong  is  their  Jewish  fibre?  These  are 
questions  to  be  answered. 

These  are  the  last  sermons  to  be 
preached  at  late  Friday  evening  services.

this  session  we  have  a  bill  on  the  Sen¬ 
ate  Calendar  which  gives  each  one  of  us 
a  chance  to  press  for  liberalizing  amend¬ 
ments. 

“If  one  does  not  communicate  his  pro¬ 
test  on  the  Wiley  Bill  (S.2242)  to  those 
who  represent  him  in  Washington,  many 
Displaced  Persons  will  lose  their  chance, 
and,  the  U.S.  citizen  will  lose  his  chance 
to  block  still  another  piece  of  discrim¬ 
inatory  legislation.” 
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
